32:14 E, The vessel 
was then running 11 knots, with the wind 
on the starboard quarter, when an alarm of 
fire waa raised, It was soon diacovered 
that the fro was in. the ‘fore-bold, and 
everything possible was at once done to 
extinguish it, but owlng to tho deuse smoke 


and the fierceness of the flames the Officors |’ 


and orew were obliged to desist, The 
boats wore provisioned and got -,ready 
for lowering, and‘ holes wore bored in 
the ‘deck in the’ neighbourhood of the 
fire, ‘To make ‘matters worse the force 
pump was down in the bold, and great 
difficulty was experienced in rescuing it 
from tho flames. Orders were at’ once 
given ‘to shorten, sail, and the ship was 
brought to the wind.. The nearest land 
was about 1,000 miles distant, and the 
case appeared hopeless. «Two . vessels 
hove in aight at this juncture, but either 
did not or would. not see the signals of 
diétresas made by the unfortunate. vessol, 
The vesael was kept hove to for two days, 
when-the ‘Captain decided to reach in for 
the land and endeavour to fetch tho Cape. 
Several attempts were meanwhile made by 
the officers and crow to get below, but 
owing to the heat. and gas which had gen- 
orated inthe hold they could not remain 
moro than two or three minutes. Those 


who did make the attempt fainted the mo- 
ment they reached the deck, aud reatora- 


tives had to. be used to bring them to. 


Quantities of. gas ‘escaped on deck, and at 
4 a.m,-of-the 20th the chief officer (Mr F.

Tho following copy of an Order of Hor 
Mojesty in Council, dated the 20th Match, 
1877, is published in the Government Gazette 
of the Sth :— © : 


At the Court at Windsor, the 20th day of 
March 1877. © Present, the Queen's. 
most excellent Majesty in Council.” 

Whereas by Section 18 of ' The Extradi- 
tion Act, 1870,” it is, among other things, 
enacted, '‘that if by any law made before 
or after the passing of the said Act by the 
legislature of any British posseasion provi- 
sion is made for carrying into effect within 
such possession the surrender of fagitive 
criminals who are in or suspected of being 
in such British possession, Her Majesty 
may, by the Ordor in Council applying the 
said Actin the case of any foreign : State 
or by any subsequent Order, either 

“Suspend the operation within any such 
British possession of the said Act, ,or of 
any part thereof, co far as it relates to such 
foreign, State, and. so. long .aé such law 
continues in force there, and no longer +. 

“Or direct that such law..or, Or 
or any part thereof, shall. have: effect. in 
such British possession, with or without 
modifications and alterations, as if it, were 
part of the said Act: 

And whereas by @ ‘certain ordinance 
enacted in the year 1876: by the .Governor 
of Hongkong, with the advice of . the 
Legislative Council thereof, and: numbered 
11 of the said year, the short title of which 
is The Extradition Ordinance ‘(Hong- 
kong,) 3875,” provision is made that all 
powers vested in, or sots authorized or 
required tobe done, under the Acts of 
Imperial Parliament known as the “ Ex- 
tradition Acts, 1870 and 1873,” by the 
Seceretary of State or by the Police gn a 
trate, in’ yelation to the surrender of a 
fugitive criminal, which by the said Imperial 
‘Acts are in respoct-ofBritish possessions 
vested in or required to be ‘dorie by tho 
Governor alone, may, in respect of the 
colony of Hongkong, be exercised and done 
by the Governor or the Police Magistrate 
of the colony respectively : 

And whereas the said Ordinance has been 
confirmed and allowed by Her Mejesty: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, in pur- 
guance of “The Extradition Act, 1870,” 
and in exercise of the power in that behalf 
in the said Act contained doth by this 
present Order, by and with the advice of 
ivy Council, direct-that 
the said.“ Extradition Ordinance (Hong- 
kong), 1875,” shall have effect in “the 
Colony of Hongkong, without wiser

And the Right. Honourable the Earl of 
Carnarvon,.one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, is to give the neces- 
sory directions herein-accordingly.
